Education liberates human beings from the shackles of ignorance, 
privation and misery It must also lead to non-violent and non-explorative 
social system School curriculum, therefore, has to aim at enabling 
learners to acquire knowledge, develop understanding and inculcate 
skills, positive attitudes, values and habits conducive to the all round 
development of their personality 

Teachers Education is an integral component of the educational 
system It is intimately connected with the society and is conditioned by 
the ethos, culture and character of a nation The constitutional goals, the 
directive principal of state policy, the socio-economic problems and the 
growth of knowledge, the emerging of expectations and the changes 
operating in education etc Call for an appropriate response from a 
futuristic educational system and provide the perspective within which 
teacher education programmes need to the reviewed 

Various commissions and committees appointed by the Central and 
the State Governments in recent decades have invariably emphasised the 
need for quality teacher education suited to the needs of the educational 
system The Secondary Education Commission (1953) observed that a 
major factor responsible for the educational reconstruction at the 
secondary stage is teachers professional training The Education 
Commission (1964-66) stressed that in a world based on science and 
technology it is education that determines the levels of prosperity, welfare

and security of the people and a sound programme of professional 
education of teachers is essential for the qualitative improvement of 
education During the last decade, new thrusts have been posed due to 
rapid changes in the educational, political, social economic contexts at the 
national and international levels Curriculum reconstruction has also 
become imperative in the light of some perceptible gaps in teacher 
education Teacher education by and large, is conventional in its nature 
and purpose The integration of theory and practice and consequent 
curricular response to the requirement of the school system still remains 
inadequate Teachers are prepared in competencies and skills which do 
not necessarily equip them for becoming professionally effective Since 
the teachers play a major role in education of children, their own 
education becomes a matter of vital concern Teacher education must 
therefor, create necessary awareness among teachers about their own 
roles and responsibilities 

Education of teachers need to strengthen and stress upon the main 
attributes of a profession such as the systematic theory, rigorous training 
over a specified duration, authority, community sanction, ethical code and 
culture, generating knowledge through research and specialisation 

Teacher education institutions which were considered "Islands of 
Isolation” have gradually developed linkages with schools, peer 
institutions, universities and other institutions of higher learning as also 
the community However, much remains to do done in this direction The 
curriculum of the school, its actual transactional modalities, examination 
system, management processes and its ethos need to be the main thrust 
areas of teacher education programmes To achieve these ends, teacher 
educators need to be made conversant with various aspects of school 
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experiences The breaking of isolation from the community is essential for 
enabling teachers and teacher educators to reconstruct pedagogical and 
educational principles and practices in the light of experiences gained 
from mutually beneficial community interactions 

Teacher Education, for Elementary stage 

The National Council of Teacher Education (NCTE) has suggested 
a separate and exclusive model of teacher education curriculum for 
elementary stage with the specific objective and complete plan of action 
for implementation 

Specific Objectives 

• Develop understanding of the psychological and sociological 
principles relevant to elementary stage, 

• Enable the teachers to select, prepare and use of appropriate 
resources for organising learning experiences 

• Acquaint them with methods and materials for teaching children 
with special needs 

• Develop among them the capacity to sole the social and emotional 
problems of children 

• Enable them to acquire necessary skills so as to develop curiosity, 
imagination and self-confidence among children 

• Develop communication skills 

• To enable them to mobilise and utilise community resources as 
educational inputs 

• To enable them to organise supplementary educational activities 
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• To enable them to establish mutually supportive linkages with the 
community, and 

• To enable them to organise games, sports, physical and other co- 
curricular activities

Administration The specific objective of this programme is to review the 
existing Elementary Teacher Education Curriculum at JBT level and to 
reconstruct the same in the light of National Curriculum Framework for 
school education and NCTE norms 

I hope we shall successful in our academic endeavour to review the 
existing curriculum of JBT course along with the Teachers Educators of 
DIET and State Education Authorities in order to make it more meaningful,

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CHANGES BROUGHT IN THE EXISTING JBT CURRICULUM 

i 

The JBT curriculum for the PTTI of A&N Islands was prepared in 
1995 and implemented subsequently after making necessary 
modifications During these eight year many changes and 
recommendations have been made in the area of teacher education in our 
country In the context of the demands and innovations in the present 
scenario, the existing curriculum is analysed precisely and, improvements/ 
modifications are suggested in the new curriculum The changes are 
brought in this rules, regulations and ordinance of the course, schemes of 
studies, overall structural design of the papers and in the content of 
individual paper They are described as follows 

• Rules/Reaulations and Ordinances of the Course 

• The pass mark in each subject (Theory and Practical) and in total 
and award of divisions are structured 

• The eligibility condition for admission to the course should be 
guided by the UT norms and guidelines 

• To provision of compartmental and enhancement of class/grade is 
stormlied 

• It is compulsory for all student-trainees to appear and pass in all 
practical papers and theory papers separately 

• There is no mention of the procedure of internal assessment in 
each paper and evaluation procedure 

• Scheme of Studies 

An overview of the schemes of studies reveal the following 
weakness/discrepancies 
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• In professional courses, some outdated and irrelevant papers are 
taught such as NFE 

• Some important component in practical papers such as pre- 
mternship, development in skills of teaching computer literacy, 
internship in teaching fieldwork with community are missing which 
should have given due emphasis 

• The number of units and amount of context in the units are not 
uniform and not as per the marks allotted for the paper 

• The marks allotted to each, practical paper is not justified and well 
distributed among the papers 

Suggested Schemes of Studies 

• There will be three Core Foundation course papers in each year 
having the some title and five content-cum-methodology papers 
Practical papers have both theoretical background and practical in 
the field 

• There will be three units in each first and second year in foundation 
course and content-cum-methodology papers 

• Duration of examination will be 2hours for each theory paper 
carrying 60 marks For practical examination timing is also 
mentioned 

• Since there will be sessional work field activities/assignments for 
each theory paper 4 periods for each theory paper is prescribed 

• Mode of conducting practical, time, evaluation procedure 
development of skills and school experience programme are 
included in the courses of studies 
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• Since the Internship in teaching (school attachment programme) will 
be conducted during beginning of the session, the prerequisites 
such as objectives, methodology, teaching aids, lesson planning, 
content enrichment are to be done in first year of the course 

• Each paper has relevant/appropriate objectives, transaction mode, 
content units, suggested sessional work/field activities/ assignment 
and recommended reference books 

• The total curriculum has become compact, integrated, 
comprehensive and streamlines as per the percent trends of 
teacher education programme under NOTE norms '

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REGULATION AND SCHEME OF STUDIES 

SCHEME OF STUDIES 

Teacher education curriculum for JBT course of A & N Islands will 
be governed by the following regulations 

R 1 Eligibility for Admission 

Candidates seeking admission to JBT course must have passed +2 
from recognized higher secondary Board of equivalent Board with at least 
45% of marks (excluding tribal children) Tribal children passed in +2 are 
eligible for admission The candidates must have atleast three primary 
schools subjects at higher secondary level The admission of the 
candidates must be regulated on merit basis or an admission test or both 
as decided by the A&N Island government from time to time The fan 
candidates may be allowed to re-appear the examination as per the Board 
regulation 

R 2 Duration 

The course will be of two years duration Each year the course will 
consist of 220 working days 6 hours duration each working day including 
days spent for examination of institute 

R 3 Medium of instruction and Examination 

The medium of instruction and examination in the entire course 
shall be English 

R 4 Attendance 

Minimum 75% of attendance in each year is needed to appear in 
the examination as regular candidate The Principal S I E T may condone 
5%of attendance ill health 
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R 5 Internship in Teaching 

The candidates have to delivered at least 50 lessons in general 
class situation They have to deliver at least 5 criticism lessons before 
proceeding for internship in teaching The teacher educator of the 
concerned institute will evaluate the lessons during supervision of practice 
teaching lessons Each lesson will be evaluated using three point scale 

The head of the institution in consultation with the subject teacher 
shall prepare an exhaustive list of topics for teaching in final examination 
in all subjects and of all classes upto Class VII Care should be taken to 
avoid duplication of topics allotted for final teaching in any subjects 

R 6 Evaluation Procedure 

1 1 There will be Board Examination on both 1 sl year and 2 nd year 
and terminal marks will be 60% and session marks will be 
40% The candidate has to successfully complete the term 
and examination The candidate will not be promoted to the 
second year unless he/she has successfully completed the 
term-end examination and required attendance in 1 st year 

1 2 There will be too internal test having 15 marks each and one 
assignment having 10 marks for internal assessmegt 
Sessional assessment for practical courses shall be as per 
the scheme mentioned under each of such course 

1 3 The candidate has to secure at least 40% marks both in 
internal and external examination 
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1 4 A candidates completed 1 st year course with required 
attendance but failed to fulfil the requirement in I s ' year may 
be allowed to continue in 2 nd year subject to clear all activities 
in 2 nd year 

R 7 Minimum for pas9 

• The minimum marks for pass is 4% in each theory paper, 50% in 
practical and 45% in aggregate (sessional and terminal examination 
marks taken together) A candidate who satisfied these 
requirements for pass in all the papers be declared to have passed 

• Failure to secure the minimum in any paper or papers or whole 
examination will be declared to have failed in such paper(s) Such 
candidates may reappear for the paper concerned in immediate 
successive two chances No third chance will be allowed except 
tribal candidates The tribal candidates may be allow for third 
chance 

R 8 Evaluation Procedure : 

8 1 Equal weightage will be given to each and every unit Accordingly 
question will be framed for 60 marks of theory papers 

8 2 Question will be set based on eassy type, short answer, very short 
answer and objective types in all the theory papers 

R 9 Declaration of Class 

Candidates successfully completing all the examinations of the 

programme in the first attempt will be classified as follows on the basis of 

the aggregate marks

First Class 60% and above in aggregate
